with beans, no doubt theeooked bean is 
much rieh* 
1 than wheat a« a heat and 
force food. 
The mineral matters

graham he a d , which are reduced to

per cent, i* 1 wheat he a d , amount toonlv 
1 .0 i>er cent., w hile beans have ;».(} per 
cent, of them. 
These help largely to 
form bone and blood. 
In no respect, then, arc* cooked beans 
inferior to graham bread as food, and in 
most resjMvts tliey are more than twice 
as nutritious, particularly in those sub­ 
stance* that go to brain and nerve nour­ 
ishment and to the building up of the 
muscles and I » ones of the body. 
It is 
fair to presume that beans would have 
m ade a more vigorous man than wheat 
has done, with its large amount of starch 
to be converted into fat and heat. 
In 
case of famine and a small supply of 
food, the advantage of beans over wheat 
would have l» een considerable, and the 
same may he said of them for long 
marches and military campaigns. 
It is a 
m atter of common experience that people 
are made corpulent hv eating starchy 
foods, and tin s»* unwieldy bodies arc not 
so healthy and workable as the leaner 
bodies of other people, 
A good diet for 
persons who want to reduce tlesh is made 
up of leguminous f'Kxls, and these have 
been eaten in such cases with successful 
result. 
It is not easy to o ve re a t the 
leguminous foods, for they soon satisfy 
the cravings of hunger. 
Professor A t­ 
w ater maintains that the bodily ills r»* 
suiting from over eating are greater and 
more common than those resulting from 
the intern 1 >urato use of alcoholic drinks. 
W hether tins is fully true or not, the ills 
from over eating are incalculable, and 
they would have been and would be 
greatly reduced if beans hail been sub­ 
stituted for wheat. 
Other things equal, the bean eater will 
prevail over the wheat eater and over 
t he 
potato and t he rice eater. 
The Arabian 
bean eaters eamo within one battle of 
spreading Mohammedan civilization all 
over Europe. 
The 
superiority of the 
bean over wheat would have 
made Eu­ 
ropeans a stronger and better nourished 
people than they 
have been aa wheat 
eaters, and equally as energetic, and they 
would have had the 
food that would 
have made possible, not to say probable, 
a higher degree of intelligence. 
If beans had been substituted for wheat,

] the ciTecfc on the agriculture of the world 
would have 1km *11 incalculable. In ?» !arsa- 
chuseits, in 1880, 003 acres produced 
13,708 bushels of wheat, or 
10 1-0 bush­ 
els per aero. 
The average product in the 
United .States in that year was but Id 
bushels. 
The product of beans in Massa­ 
chusetts in 1875 was 41,870 bushels from 
1,854 acres, or 81 bushels per acre. 
Therefore, since beans are about two and 
a half times as nutritious as wheat (the 
animal fat mixed with cooked beans re­ 
duces the exception in the m atter of 
fuel;, an 1 since an acre produces twice 
as m uch heans as wheat, then it follows 
that five times more nutrim ent is got 
from an acre of beans than from an aero 
of wheat. 
The western farm er m ight till hut one 
acre in five of his wheat area if he could 
raise lieans, and people would eat them 
instead of wheat. 
Tim savings of land 
tillage in the United States would am ount 
to four-fifths of the wheat area, or to 
44,280 square miles, according to the 
census of 1880, and the same am ount of 
nutrim ent would still Ik? g t for the 
nation and the world—that is to say, an 
area larger than the state of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and larger than the state of Ohio, 
would he freed from the necessity of pro­ 
ducing sustenance for the human race, 
taking account of the land in tie* United 
States alone. 
W hen the time comes, 
which is generally expected when the 
pressure of population will try the ability 
of the soil 10 sustain it, tho substitution 
of beans for wheat will l)e a live ques­ 
tion . —(jlood Housekeeping.

sjKires, org anic m otes, foul gases, the ex­ 
halatio n s of a n im a l bodies and putrefy­ 
ing w aste.- Hall's Journal of Health.

Before tin* chill of death has fallen upon 
the inanimated form it must 1m-carried 
to the tomb. 
The mourners follow the 
bier, which is covered with a cashmere 
shawl and carried on the shoulders of 
men. 
All arc in soiled garments, with 
coarse cloth on the head. 
The night following the burial, the 
n u n pass the hours with friends, smok­ 
ing and drinking colTeo, calm and re- 
signed to destiny; the women spend the 
night in wailing and shrieking. 
On cer­ 
tain » lays the mother bewails her dead 
through the 
ye a r s , and on the festivals 
of the dead, families take their provis­ 
ions and shawls and spend the night at 
the graves of their relations. 
After the 
deatli of a husband the widow m ust re­ 
main in the house a year, with all the 
covering of the furniture wrong side out, 
and the mirrors and ornam ents covered, 
fcliu dotes not oiler refreshments to visit­ 
ors, and the 
pi|M*s are without their 
mouthpieces, 
and she m ust have, at 
stated times, professional waiters to per­ 
form in the house. 
The women lieati- 
tify themselves by tattooing the face 
and breast; Coptic women have a cross 
or star tattooed on the arm . 
Lips are 
stained a dark purple, and finger nails 
and palms of the hands are colored 
orange with henna. 
Women of every 
class put a black rim under the eye, 
made with kohl, which is not injurious 
and besides lending size and force to the 
eye, gives it shade from light.—A lexan­ 
dria Cor, Milwaukee Sentinel.
